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£)F  all  reports  on  the  progress  of  human  affairs, 
none  can  be  so  important  as  those  which  relate  to 
the  diffusion  of  knowledge.  When  the  Almighty 
pronounced  the  solemn  fiat,  "  Let  there  be 
Light/'  and  dispelled  the  darkness  which  over- 
shadowed the  chaotic  state  of  nature,  a  greater 
change  was  not  produced  in  the  material  world, 
than  has  ever  accompanied  the  process  of  illumi- 
nation upon  the  minds  of  his  intellectual  crea- 
tures. By  the  influence  of  knowledge  it  is  that 
the  barbarian  acquires  the  faculties  of  the  sage, 
and  by  the  properly  applied  labour  of  man,  the 
desolate  parts  of  the  earth  are  transformed  into 
the  fruitful  field. 

To  the  eye  of  the-  statesman,  an  enlightened 
community  presents  the  means  of  national  wealth 
and  security,  far  surpassing  the  most  extended 
empire  in  which  the  mass  of  the  people,  being  ig- 
norant of  letters,  can  neither  appretiate  the  value 
of  the  laws,  or  constitution  of  government  under 
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which  they  live,  nor  perceive  their  interests  to  be 
inseparable  from  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  the 
state. — By  the  man  of  benevolence,  whose  heart 
is  alive  to  the  moral  welfare  of  his  species,  so  close 
a  connexion  is  found  to  exist  between  ignorance 
and  propensity  to  vice  and  crime,  that  any  mode 
of  directing  to  the  practice  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  social  order  will  be  regarded  as  me- 
riting his  warmest  support.  But  to  the  Christian 
far  brighter  scenes  arise.  Accustomed  to  feel 
commiseration  for  those  who  are  destitute  of  the 
means  of  consulting  the  written  revelation  of  the 
mind  and  will  of  God  concerning  human  salva- 
tion, he  must  hail  as  the  brightest  feature  of  the 
present  times,  a  system  of  instruction  attainable 
by  the  poorest  class  of  society ;  and  from  the  be- 
nefits of  which  no  religious  sect  is  excluded,, 
which  acknowledges  the  Sacred  Scriptures  as 
containing  the  rule  of  faith  and  practice.  Found- 
ed on  these  different  views  of  intellectual  good,, 
it  is  to  the  statesman,  the  philanthropist,  and  the 
Christian,  the  present  Report  is  addressed,  with 
the  earnest  desire,  that  so  just  an  impression  in 
favour  of  the  Royal  Lancasterian  Institution  for 
the  Education  of  the  Poor  will  be  excited,  as  to 
increase  the  general  zeal  for  its  more  permanent 
establishment,  and  the  universal  extension  of  its 
great  benefits. 

During  the  past  year,  schools  on  the  Lancas- 


terian  system  have  been  opened,  or  preparing  for 
it,  in  England,  as  follows  :  at

And  in  the  metropolis,  a  school,  under  the  patron- 
age of  His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Kent,  for 
1000  boys,  situate  in  North-street,  City  Road. 

For  the  Holborn  district,  another  school,  in- 
tended for  1000  boys,  under  the  patronage  of  His 
Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Sussex  ;  but  at  pre- 
sent, for  want  of  suitable  premises,  conducted  on 
a  limited  scale. 

At  Bermondsey,  one  for  500  boys  ;  another  in 


Horse-ferry  Road,  Westminster,  for  500  boys  j 
and  a  small  school  in  Oxford- street  for  300. 
These  sehools,  in  conjunction  with  that  in  Spital- 
fields,  and  the  Parent  School  in  the  Borough 
Road,  provide  instruction,  in  the  metropolis  alone, 
for  above  5000  children. 

There  are  several  other  schools  in  the  metro- 
polis organized  by  Mr.  Lancaster,  or  conducted 
on  the  Lancasterian  system,  but  not  in  connection 
with  the  Parent  institution.  The  schools  kept  in 
the  Free  Chapel,  West-street,  Seven  Dials, — in 
Orchard-street,  Westminster, — in  Fitzroy  Mews, 
— in  Finsbury, — and  the  two  Catholic  schools  in 
Dean-street  and  Runhill-row ;  likewise  the  Bene- 
volent Society  of  St.  Patrick  have  placed  those 
boys  whom  they  clothe  and  educate,  as  boarders 
at  the  Royal  Free  School,  some  of  whom,  it  is 
hoped,  will  become  Lancasterian  schoolmasters  in 
Ireland  :  and  it  is  expected  that  this  society  will 
establish  a  school  for  1000  children  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  St.  Giles's. 

In  consequence  of  the  opposition  at  Canterbury 
against  the  Lancasterian  school,  which  having 
existed  for  five  years,  had  afforded  instruction  to 
near  1000  children;  the  Committee  resolved  to 
take  this  school  under  their  protection,  and  they 
have  the  satisfaction  to  state,  that  it  is  now  in  a 
very  flourishing  condition,  and  that  an  evening 
school  has  been  added  for  the  instruction  of  adults, 


In  Ireland  the  labours  of  Mr.  Lancaster  have 
been  productive  of  the  most  happy  results  : — 
English  Episcopalians,  Catholics  and  Presbyte- 
rians, have  united  their  efforts  in  furtherance  of 
his  system  of  instruction.  They  have  received  it 
as  founded  upon  principles  in  which  they  could 
all  agree;  and  under  the  strong  impulse  of  true 
benevolence  they  are  associated  to  promote  the 
education  of  the  poor  of  that  country. 

At  Dublin  a  society  has  been  formed  for  the 
education  of  the  poor  of  Ireland.  They  have  es- 
tablished themselves  with  the  intention  of  main- 
taining well  organized  schools  in  Dublin,  and  also 
of  supporting  a  seminary  for  the  training  of  pro- 
perly qualified  schoolmasters  for  the  use  of  that 
kingdom. 

Mr.  John  Vevers,  one  of  Mr.  Lancaster's  ear- 
liest pupils,  has  been  recommended  to  the  Dublin 
committee  as  possessing  all  the  ability  necessary 
for  the  superintendance  of  so  important  an  insti- 
tution. This  young  man  is  well  known  as  the 
master  of  the  Lancasterian  school  at  Birmingham; 
and  in  the  county  of  Durham,  as  having  organ- 
ized the  Bishop's  school  at  Bishop  Auckland. 
His  occupation  will  be  to  superintend  the  organi- 
zing of  newly  formed  schools,  and  to  train  the 
masters.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  Mr.  Lan- 
caster read  a  highly  interesting  account  of  his 
Tour  in  Ireland  (which  has  been  lately  published). 

u 
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since  which  time  school-rooms  of  great  extent 
have  been  erected  in  several  parts  of  that  king- 
dom ;  one  at  Cork,  intended  to  receive  1000  boys  ; 
and  others  at  Ross,  Dundalk,  Waterford,  &c. 

In  Scotland,  the  Lancasterian  system  continues 
to  meet  with  an  increase  of  zealous  advocates. 
In  Edinburgh  there  have  been  erected  two  large 
school-rooms  for  boys,  and  one  for  girls.  One  of 
the  boys'  schools  is  fully  organized,  the  other  only 
waits  for  a  schoolmaster  ;  and  that  for  girls  will 
be  opened  in  a  short  time. 

In  Glasgow  there  are  three  very  large  schools 
for  boys :  they  were  designed  for  1000  children 
each. 

At  New  Lanark,  at  the  expense  of  the  New 
Lanark  Company,  a  school-room  is  built  for  1000 
boys  and  girls. 

Schools  are  also  established  at  Stirling,  and  in 
several  other  places. 

Gratifying  as  this  statement  may  be,  it  is  a  most 
painful  reflection  that  some  of  these  school-rooms 
cannot  immediately  be  applied  to  their  destined 
purpose,  for  want  of  qualified  schoolmasters. 
This  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  inadequate  state  of 
the  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  young  schoolmasters  while  under  training. 
Nothing,  more  bespeaks  the  progress  which,  as 
a  people,  the  subjects  of  the  British  empire  are 
making  in  liberal  sentiment  and  Christian  philan-

thropy,  than  the  cordial  union  which  has  been  ex- 
hibited on  the  subject  of  the  education  of  the 
poor,  by  the  professors  of  the  Catholic  worship 
with  their  brethren  of  the  Protestant  faith.  The 
chief  emancipation  which  the  common  people  of 
Ireland  need,,  is  that  from  ignorance  ;  and  those 
Catholic  noblemen*  who  have  this  year  given 
their  public  sanction  to  the  establishment  of 
schools  on  the  Royal  Lancasterian  system,  merit 
the  thanks  of  every  man  in  the  empire,  for  having 
so  nobly  contributed  their  influence  to  a  work 
which  cannot  fail  to  promote  the  intellectual  im- 
provement, the  loyal  demeanour,  and  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  people. 

In  the  British  settlements  of  America  a  very 
considerable  desire  has  been  manifested  for  the 
establishment  of  schools.  Canada  contains  a  po- 
pulation of  about  400,000  souls,  the  far  greater 
proportion  of  whom  are  Roman  Catholics  ;  and  it 
is  estimated  that  of  the  whole  population  scarcely 
more  than  the  fifth  part  can  read.  A  school  has 
lately  been  opened  in  Montreal  by  James  Ed- 
wards, a  young  man  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who 
was  monitor-general  in  the  Lancasterian  school 
at  Dundee ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  proper  en- 
couragement will   be  afforded   for  the  establish- 

*  The  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  Lord  Arundel,  Lord  Clifford, 
the  Earl  of  Fingall,  Sir  John  Throckmorton,  Bart. 
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merit  of  other  schools  in  the  most  populous  parts 
of  that  extensive  country.  The  Committee,  to 
give  all  the  aid  in  their  power,  have  voted  proper 
sets  of  lessons,  together  with  copies  of  Mr. 
Lancaster's  publications,  for  the  use  of  that, 
country. 

In  the  United  States  the  merits  of  the  Lancas- 
terian  system  are  justly  appreciated;  and,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  schools  established  at  New  York 
and  Philadelphia,  an  institution  has  been  formed 
at  George  Town  under  the  superintendance  of 
Robert  Quid,  one  of  the  earliest  pupils  of  Mr, 
Lancaster.  The  following  Report  of  the  progress 
of  the  system  under  the  care  of  this  young  man3 
will  be  read  with  no  small  interest. 

The  Lancaster  ian  school  in  George  Town, 
Maryland,  was  opened  by  Robert  Ould  on  the 
18th  of  November  IS  11,  and  there  were  admitted 
from  that  day  to  the  18th  of  November  1812, 
337  male  and  14y  female  children  ;  total  486, 
The  success  which  attended  the  establishment  of 
this  school  has  been  accompanied  with  most  satis- 
factory results. 

"  The  system  had  hardly  been  carried  into  com- 
plete operation,  before  Baltimore  became  mindful 
of  its  value  and  importance.  Two  gentlemen 
came  from  thence  with  a  view  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  plan,  one  on  his  own  founda- 
tion., the  other  in  conformity  to  the  wishes  of  his 
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committee.  The  former  has  obtained  130  scho- 
lars, and  the  establishment  will  accommodate 
250;  the  latter  has  320,  and  will  accommodate 
400. 

"  The  trustees  of  a  school  in  the  city  of  Wash- 
ington opened  a  school  on  the  plan,  including 
males  and  females.  It  will  not  contain  more 
than  100,  but  has  upon  the  list  3125. 

"  Next  in  succession,  a  committee  in  Cumber- 
land, Valley,  became  anxious  to  promulgate  the 
principles  of  the  George  Town  institution  :  an 
intelligent  person  was  nominated  to  visit  the 
school  for  the  same  purpose,  and  ultimately  car- 
ried it  into  operation.  The  Lancasterian  school 
there  contains  100,  and  will  accommodate  125. 

"  Alexandria  became  alike  interested  with  the 
merits  of  the  system  ;  in  consequence  of  which 
the  committee  of  the  Washington  school,  more 
than  six  months  ago,  determined  upon  the  intro- 
duction of  the  plan  as  speedily  as  possible  ;  ac- 
cordingly a  house  was  erected,  and  a  teacher  qua- 
lified. The  establishment  contains  150  children, 
and  is  capable  of  accommodating  36*0. 

"  Shortly  after,  a  lady  from  the  same  town 
nobly  came  forward  (the  first  female  Lancasterian 
on  her  own  foundation  in  America)  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  principles  of  the  institution. 
This  lady's  school  contains  near  300  scholars,  and 
is  capable  of  containing  450, 
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"  In  August,  the  teacher  for  the  female  depart- 
ment in  George  Town  became  qualified,  and  car- 
ried the  system  into  operation,  as  before  men- 
tioned ;  present  number  160,  and  will  contain 
220. 

11  Greencastle  in  Pennsylvania,  perceiving  that 
the  system  embraced  subjects  of  useful  learning, 
calculated  to  promote  virtue  and  enlarge  the  un- 
derstanding, adapted  in  price  and  cost  to  the  ceco- 
nomy  of  every  class  of  society,  deputed  an  intelli- 
gent person  to  visit  the  institution,  and  was  ac- 
cordingly qualified,  and  has  since  introduced  the 
plan  into  a  school  of  100  children,  and  is  capable 
of  accommodating  125. 

"  The  male  free-school  society  of  Baltimore 
have  determined  to  turn  their  institution  into  a 
Lancasterian  school  ;  a  teacher  is  accordingly 
nearly  qualified  to  take  the  management  of  it. 

"  Two  other  teachers  are  now  making  them- 
selves masters  of  the  system  ;  one  from  Nashville 
in  Tennessee,  the  other  originally  from  the  state  of 
Vermont.  Thus  it  will  readily  appear  that  this 
institution  has  been  instrumental,  in  the  short 
space  of  twelve  months,  of  qualifying  teachers  and 
means  of  instruction  for  two  thousand  children 
and  upwards." 

In  addition  to  the  two  young  Africans  men- 
tioned in  the  last  Report  as  having  arrived  from 
Sierra  Leone,  and,   in  concert  with  the  African 
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Institution,  been  received  into  the  seminary  for 
schoolmasters,  two  youths  have  been  admitted, 
one  who  was  brought  to  England  by  Alexander 
Smith,  Esq.  late  Judge  Advocate  at  Sierra  Leone, 
and  another  from  Sierra  Leone  under  the  patron- 
age of  the  African  Institution.  These  lads  are 
going  on  very  satisfactorily;  and  it  is  hoped  that, 
before  the  next  anniversary,  the  eldest  of  them 
will  be  on  his  return  to  his  native  land,  bearing 
with  him  the  torch  of  intellectual  light  to  his  be- 
nighted countrymen. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Committee  the  year  before 
the  last,  it  was  stated  that  the  Missionaries  Wil- 
helm  and  Klein,  who  were  destined  to  Africa  un- 
der the  patronage  of  the  Church  Missionary 
Society,  had  been  thoroughly  instructed  in  the 
Lancasterian  System,  by  a  daily  attendance  du- 
ring the  space  of  two  months  at  the  Royal  Free- 
school. 

These  Missionaries  went  out  furnished  with 
every  thing  necessary  for  organizing  schools  in 
Africa.  Accounts  have  been  received  by  the  So- 
ciety, under  whose  direction  they  act,  from  which 
they  learn  that  "  the  Missionaries  express  the 
greatest  confidence  and  the  most  lively  hopes  of 
success  among;  the  children  :"  and  "  the  Societv 
itself  hopes  by  these  measures,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  other  bodies,  to  remunerate  western 
Africa,  in  some   small  degree,  for  those  flagrant 
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wrongs  which  she   has  suffered  from  the  cupidity 
of  men  calling  themselves  Christians." 

In  addition  to  these  accounts  from  Africa  and' 
America,  the  Committee  has  the  pleasure  of  pre- 
senting the  following  most  gratifying  information 
concerning  the  establishment  of  the  Lancasterian 
System  in  Asia,  as  extracted  from  the  periodical 
accounts  of  the  Baptist  Missionary  Society. 

In  1810  a  Free-school  for  boys  was  opened  in 
Calcutta,  and  in  the  following  year  a  school  for 
girls  was  added.  These  schools  consisted  of  about 
140  boys  and  near  40  girls.  The  Report  states  that 
the  schools  are  conducted  upon  Lancaster's  plan, 
the  knowledge  of  which  was  acquired  from  books 
by  a  Mr.  Leonard,  who  is  represented  to  be  a  most 
valuable  and  active  man.  The  success  with  which 
these  schools  were  conducted  excited  the  deter- 
mination to  act  upon  a  more  extensive  plan; 
ground  was  procured  on  which  to  erect  a  building 
for  800  boys,  reserving  the  lower  part  for  girls. 
No  language  can  exceed  the  high  expectations 
which  are  formed  of  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  this  institution.  It  is  denominated  "  The 
Benevolent  Institution  for  instructing  the  Chil- 
dren of  indigent  Christians."  Of  these,  it  is  said, 
there  are  in  Calcutta  7000  families  of  the  Portu- 
guese, besides  Armenians,  Greeks,  &c.  Those  of 
Portuguese  extraction  are  incapable  of  reading  a 
Portuguese    book,  or  of  understanding  a  Portu- 
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guese  sermon,  so  that  they  ore  all  heathen  hut 
the  name, — they  are  the  poor  of  Calcutta,  and 
poor  indeed  they  are,  beyond  either  Hindoos  or 
Mussulmans.  The  school  is  open  also  to  other 
children,  as  we  learn  from  the  following  extract: 
"  Among  the  children  just  added  to  the  school  is 
Thomas,  a  distressed  Malay  boy,  introduced  by 
Captain  Williams.  It  appears  that  Captain  Wil- 
liams saved  the  lad's  life  with  two  others,  who  had 
been  stolen  from  a  neighbouring  island,  for  the 
purpose  of  being  sold  for  food  to  the  Battas,  a 
nation  of  cannibals,  and  were  then  actually  fat- 
tening for  sale!!! " 

From  this  account  we  may  learn  the  practica- 
bility by  the  Lancasterian  system  of  communi- 
cating an  education  founded  upon  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures throughout  the  British  possessions  in  In- 
dia. The  Missionaries  were  meditating  the  open- 
ing of  a  school  in  Calcutta  for  the  instruction  of 
Hindoo  youths  in  the  Sangskrit  language,  de- 
signing to  introduce  the  study  of  the  Sangskrit 
Bible. — Amongst  the  various  beneficent  plans  at 
this  time  offered  to  the  consideration  of  Govern- 
ment for  the  spread  of  Christianity  in  India,  the 
Lancasterian  System  offers  the  most  "  prudent  and 
peaceable  means  of  instruction,  which  may  be  ex- 
ercised on  the  multitudes  of  orphans  who  have  no 
religion,  on  persons  grown  up  who  have  lost  their 
cast,  and  on  Christians  who  scarcely  know  why 
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they  are  called  by  that  name.*'  The  operation  of 
this  system  "  would  call  forth,  in  a  few  years,  a 
general  expression  of  thankfulness  from  all  parts 
of  India  to  the  British  nation."  It  has  been  as- 
certained that"  a  rupee  annually,  (2s. 6d.)  for  each 
child,  would  cover  the  expense."  A  few  European 
youths,  well  instructed  in  the  system,  would 
plant  schools  throughout  that  vast  country  with 
the  greatest  rapidity.  These  schools  might  be 
conducted  in  many  instances  by  native  teachers; 
and  in  the  words  of  the  e  Periodical  Accounts'  we 
say,  "  Let  this  principle  be  acted  upon  for  twenty 
or  thirty  years,  and,  with  a  divine  blessing,  idola- 
try would  be  cut  up  by  the  roots." 

It  is  remarkable  that  whilst  this  school  in  Cal- 
cutta was  in  progress,  a  young  man  of  the  name 
of  Lawson,  who  was  going  to  India  under  the 
patronage  of  the  Baptist  Missionary  Society,  was 
instructed  in  the  plan  at  the  Royal  Free-school, 
and  took  out  with  him  a  complete  set  of  school 
requisites.  Accounts  have  just  been  received  of 
this  gentleman's  safe  arrival  in  India. 

It  has  also  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Com- 
mittee, that  a  Lancasterian  school  has  been  esta- 
blished in  Ceylon,  for  the  use  of  which  they  are 
intending  to  send  out  a  proper  supply  of  lessons 
and  school  requisites. 

Having  laid  before  the  General  Meeting  an 
abstract  of  the  accounts  which  have  reached  the 
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Committee  of  the  extension  of  the  Lancasterian 
System,  it  is  necessary  to  direct  its  attention  to 
the  Parent  Institution. 

It  is  well  known  that  this  institution  had  its 
origin  in  the  individual  exertions  of  Mr.  Joseph 
Lancaster,  a  man  whose  history  will  be  read  with 
no  less  delight  than  surprise  by  after  generations, 
when  it  will  be  considered  that,  but  for  such  a 
man,  possessing  dauntless  intrepidity  and  per- 
severing zeal,  the  clouds  of  darkness  had  still 
enveloped  the  minds  of  a  great  part  of  the  hu- 
man race.  The  highest  encomium  in  the  power 
of  the  Committee  to  bestow  upon  this  indefatiga- 
ble advocate  for  the  communication  of  knowledge 
to  the  poor  of  the  world,  is  contained  in  the  fol- 
lowing words  of  Sir  Henry  Moncrief  Wellwood  : 

"  Joseph  Lancaster,  whose  attention  was  at 
first  directed  to  the  Sunday-schools,  has  ultimate- 
ly, more  than  any  other  individual,  contributed  to 
spread  the  knowledge  of  the  Bible,  and  the  power 
to  read  it,  by  means  of  schools  for  every  day,  in 
every  quarter  of  the  kingdom. 

"  His  success,  happily  assisted  by  the  powerful 
and  determined  patronage  of  our  most  gracious 
Sovereign,  (whose  memory  will  be  incorporated 
with  the  effects  of  this  good  work  to  the  latest 
generations,)  has  certainly  exceeded  the  most  san- 
guine expectations  of  those  who  have  supported 
him.     England   possesses,  at   this   moment,   by 
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means  of  Joseph  Lancaster,  a  greater  number  of 
individuals,  by  many  thousands,  in  the  lowest 
classes  of  the  people,  who  can  read  and  write,  and 
who  read  the  Scriptures  for  themselves,  than  they 
ever  possessed  at  any  one  period,  by  the  labours 
of  all  other  men  before  his  time." — (Sermon, 
p.  45,  46.) 

Actuated  by  the  conviction  that  a  man  who  had 
so  devoted  himself  to  the  promotion  of  the  public 
good,  ought  not  to  lie  under  the  pressure  of 
personal  obligation  for  sums  of  money  expended 
in  promoting  a  work  fraught  alone  with  public 
benefit,  and  which  cannot  produce  any  private 
emolument;  those  gentlemen  who  in  1808  under- 
took the  arrangement  of  Mr.  Lancaster's  financial 
affairs,  and,  on  his  responsibility,  had  advanced 
from  time  to  time,  on  account  of  the  public  sub- 
scriptions being  inadequate  to  defray  the  indis- 
pensable disbursements  of  the  institution,  sums 
of  money  to  the  amount  of  near  ^£6000  have 
considered  it  to  be  their  duty  to  anticipate  the 
public  gratitude,  by  exonerating  him  from  all 
personal  responsibility  to  them  on  account  of  those 
advances,  made  to  carry  on  the  public  work,  and 
are  willing  to  await  the  operation  of  that  feeling 
of  beneficence  in  the  British  public,  which  can- 
not fail  to  induce  a  generous  desire  to  participate 
with  them  in  the  support  of  so  meritorious  an  in- 
dividual, and  the  preservation  of  a  system  pregnant 
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with  such  incalculable  blessings  to  the  human 
race. 

An  instrument  has  been  executed,  whereby, 
on  the  part  of  the  Trustees,  Mr.  Lancaster  is  fully- 
discharged  from  all  personal  responsibility  to  the 
Trustees  on  account  of  their  advances  to  him;  and 
on  the  part  of  Mr.  Lancaster,  the  premises  at  the 
Borough  Road  have  been  assigned  to  the  Trustees, 
in  the  expectation  that  the  public  liberality  will 
enable  them  to  support  all  the  objects  of  the  insti- 
tution. At  the  same  time,  Mr.  Lancaster  has  en- 
gaged to  continue  his  exertions  for  preserving  a 
perfect  example  of  his  system  of  education  in  the 
Royal  Free  School,  and  likewise  in  the  superin- 
tendance  of  that  important  part  of  the  institution, 
the  Seminary  for  the  training  of  schoolmasters. 

The  Trustees  flatter  themselves  that  this  ar- 
rangement will  meet  with  the  concurrence  of  all 
the  friends  to  the  great  cause  of  education,  and 
ultimately  prove  highly  advantageous  to  the  im- 
portant objects  it  professes  to  embrace. 

The  Trustees  beg  leave  to  direct  the  attention 
of  the  public  to  the  state  of  the  finances  of  this 
institution,  which  are  at  present  quite  inadequate 
to  the  accomplishment  of  the  great  wants  of  the 
country.  That  object  of  the  institution  which  is 
indispensable,  is  the  rearing  a  supply  of  qualified 
teachers,  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  mecha- 
nism   of  the  system,   on   whom   the  patrons  of 
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country  schools  may  confidently  rely  for  the  realiz- 
ing of  their  benevolent  intentions. — during  the 
past  year  the  annual  subscriptions  have  amounted 
only  to  ^75°  195-  while  the  disbursements  for 
the  clothing  and  board  of  the  lads  in  training  for 
schoolmasters  have  exceeded  the  sum  of  ^1400. 
On  examination  of  the  statement  of  the  annual 
receipt  and  disbursement,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
institution  cannot  be  maintained  in  all  its  parts 
at  a  less  annual  expense  than  ,^3000.  The 
Trustees  have  to  acknowledge  the  great  liberality 
of  those  gentlemen  who  made  donations  for  the 
liquidation  of  the  debt  of  the  institution,  but 
which  it  has  not  been  in  their  power  so  to  apply, 
on  account  of  the  pressing  demands,  which  have 
required  more  than  the  total  amount  of  both  the 
donations  and  annual  subscriptions. 

The  Committee  feel  themselves  bound  to  ex- 
press their  warmest  acknowledgements  to  those 
anonymous  friends  to  the  Institution,  who  have 
so  largely  contributed  to  the  funds;  and  they 
take  this  opportunity  of  assuring  those  benevolent 
individuals,  that  it  has  been  by  the  application  of 
those  sums  which  at  different  times  have  been 
thus  furnished,  that  the  most  important  objects 
of  the  Institution  have  been  attained. 

The  Trustees  cannot  forbear  reiterating  the 
suggestion,  contained  in  a  resolution  of  the  last 
General    Meeting,   to   the  patrons  and  commit- 
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tees  of  local  schools,  that  by  contributing  a  por- 
tion of  annual  pecuniary  aid  to  the  Parent  so- 
ciety ,  they  would  be  materially  contributing  to 
the  advancement  of  other  schools,,  by  enabling 
the  London  Committee  to  select  a  greater  num- 
ber of  lads  of  talent  to  be  brought  up  for  school- 
masters. 

The  Trustees  beg  leave  to  remind  the  support- 
ers of  other  schools,  that,  in  respect  of  the  cause 
of  education,  they  stand  in  a  situation  similar  to 
the  Auxiliary  Bible  Societies,  which,  so  much  to 
the  honour  of  the  nation,  have  lately  been  formed 
in  all  parts  of  the  kingdom.     All  those  auxiliary 
societies  contribute  a  moiety  of  their  funds  to  the 
Parent  society,  reserving  the  other  moiety  for  the 
local  distribution  of  bibles.     It  is  by  no  means 
the  wish  of  the  Trustees  to  hint  at  the  adoption 
of  the  principle  to  a  like  extent:    but  as  in  the 
first  instance   the  Parent  institution  has  contri- 
buted to  the  establishment  of  local  schools  by  the 
providing  of  schoolmasters,    (in   whose  training 
and   maintenance  considerable   sums  have  been 
expended,)  it  is  but  natural  that  the  directors  of 
schools  which  have  derived  help  from  the  Parent 
institution  should,  by  a  moderate  annual  contri- 
bution, aid  the  funds  of  that  establishment  which 
is  expected  to  supply  schoolmasters  to  the  whole 
of  the  empire.      At  the  present  moment  there 
are  several   school-rooms  built,  and  ready  to  be 
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opened  ;  but,  for  want  of  qualified  schoolmaster^ 
the  intention  of  the  benevolent  founders  is  alto- 
gether suspended.  This,  as  already  noticed,  is 
remarkably  the  case  in  Ireland  ;  the  people  are 
athirst  for  knowledge,  but  for  want  of  means,  the 
Parent  institution  cannot  supply  them  with  school- 
masters ;  without  whose  agency  due  effect  cannot 
be  given  to  the  benevolent  preparations  already 
made. 

The  Trustees  congratulate  the  friends  to  the 
diffusion  of  knowledge,  on  the  great  advance  in 
public  opinion  on  the  subject  of  the  education  of 
the  poor.  They  are  sensible  that  the  time  is  ar- 
rived when  a  disclosure  should  be  made  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the 
Institution  have  been  conducted,  in  the  hope 
that  other  persons,  who  as  yet  have  not  assisted, 
may  be  excited  to  unite  their  efforts  in  fur- 
therance of  this  great  work  of  human  improve- 
ment. 

Early  in  1808,  those  friends  to  Mr.  Lancaster 
who  are  now  denominated  his  Trustees,  being 
deeply  impressed  with  the  important  benefits  to 
the  cause  of  morality  and  religion,  which  must  be 
the  natural  result  of  a  scriptural  education 
conferred  upon  the  lower  classes  of  society,  asso- 
ciated themselves  to  enable  him  to  surmount 
those  difficulties  into  which  his  individual  efforts 
in  this  great  beneficial  undertaking  had  brought 
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him.  They  commenced  their  operations  by  re- 
moving the  embarrassments  which  impeded  his 
progress,  and  thereby  enabled  him  to  give  a  wider 
range  to  his  exertions. 

To  the  honour  of  the  Royal  Family  of  these 
kingdoms,  and  as  a  proof  of  the  firm  patronage 
given  to  Mr.  Lancaster  by  our  Venerable  Mon- 
arch, it  must  be  stated,  that,  with  very  few  ex- 
ceptions, the  only  annual  subscribers  he  was  able 
to  consider  as  sure,  were  the  Sovereign  and  his  il- 
lustrious Family  ;  and  that  at  the.  very  time  (in 
1808)  when  His  Majesty  had  sent  his  own  page 
to  the  Borough  Road  with  his  annual  subscription 
of  c£lOO,  Mr.  Lancaster  s  Committee  could  scarce- 
ly obtain  credit,  when  they  attempted  to  deny  the 
malicious  report  that  His  Majesty  had  withdrawn 
his  patronage !  Mr.  Lancaster's  situation  was 
very  similar  to  that  of  Nehemiah,  who,  when  he 
had  received  permission  from  King  Artaxerxes  to 
repair  the  waste  places  of  Israel,  found  Sanbal- 
lats  and  Tobiahs,  who  "  were  exceedingly  grieved 
that  there  was  come  a'man  to  seek  the  welfare  of' 
the  children  of  his  people." 

The  first  difficulties  having  been  removed,  as 
there  did  not  exist  any  source  of  pecuniary  sup- 
ply to  extend  the  advantages  of  Mr.  Lancaster's 
system,  the  Committee  solicited  the  assistance  of  a 
number  of  benevolent  gentlemen,  and  had  the  great 
satisfaction  of  raising,  in  addition  to  their  own  sub- 
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scriptions,  under  the  denomination  of  a  loan  to  Mr, 
Lancaster,  to  the  amount  of  ,^3000.  This  sum  be- 
came a  fund,  from  which  they  derived  the  means  of 
adding  boys  ofquic'^  abilities  to  the  family,  the 
printing  of  editions  of  Mr  Lancaster's  lessons  and 
other  publications,  the  completing  of  a  stock  of 
slates,  and  all  the  necessary  articles  of  school- furni- 
ture; and  it  also  tended  to  animate  the  exertions  of 
3VIr.  Lancaster  in  passing  through  the  kingdom,  to 
spread  a  knowledge  of  his  system  by  the  delivery 
of  public  lectures,  thereby  exciting  the  benevolent 
to  associate  for  the  purpose  of  forming  schools. 
These  efforts,  under  the  blessing  of  the  Almighty, 
were  attended  With  the  most  marked  success  :  on 
the  one  hand,  new  subscriptions  were  obtained  in 
furtherance  of  the  work,  and  on  the  other,  schools 
upon  the  Lancastrian  system  were  formed  with 
a  rapidity  which  astonished  the  committee  to 
whom  reports  were  made  ;  and  as  these  calls  ex- 
ceeded the  means  they  procured  from  the  publics 
rather  than  allow  the  improvement  of  the  coun- 
try to  languish,  they  advanced  from  time  to  time 
such  sums  as  were  required  to  supply  the  defi- 
ciencies of  public  subscriptions. 

For  the  dissemination  of  a  knowledge  of  the 
system,  Mr.  Lancaster  has  travelled  through  all 
parts  of  the  three  kingdoms  ;  lecturing  in  the 
principal  towns.  Caring  neither  for  bodily  fa- 
tigue nor  personal  inconvenience^  he  was  buoyed 


tip  chiefly  by  the  consideration  that  he  was  pleas- 
ing God :  beside  which,  he  often  received  the 
animating  information,  that  his  exertions  in  be- 
half of  the  poor  of  his  country  were  acceptable  in 
the  sight  of  his  Sovereign,  who  in  all  these  endea- 
vours saw  only  the  progressive  accomplishment  of 
his  wish,  £  that  every  poor  child  should  be  taught 
to  read  the  Bible.' 

The  following  statements  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  the  different  years  will  show 
by  what  slender  means  so  much  good  has  been 
effected.

Schools  have  also  been  formed  as  attached  to 
the  Regiment  of  Royals,  commanded  by  His 
Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Kent ;  the  Stafford, 
West  Kent,  Lancaster,  Westmeath,  and  London- 
derry regiments  of  Militia  ;  and  in  the  Military- 
Depot  at  Maidstone. 

There  are  numerous  other  schools  on  the  Lan- 
casterian  system,  of  which  the  Committee  have  no 
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account ;  but  if  they  might  judge  by  the  numbef 
of  sets  of  lessons,  &c.  sold  (one   set   being  suffix 
cient  for  a  single  school),  there   must  be  several 
hundred  schools   in   which  many  thousand  chil- 
dren  are    receiving    daily    instruction.       In   the 
schools  above  enumerated,    more  than  half  the 
scholars  are  members  of  the  Established  Church, 
The   Committee   are   aware   that    this    state- 
ment relates  only  a  part  of  the  beneficial  result 
of  Mr.    Lancaster's    labours.     One  of  the    most 
gratifying  circumstances  which  has  attended  his 
progress  has  been,  that  a   great  and  respectable 
body  of    the  community,  who  formerly  enter- 
tained  apprehensions    concerning    the   universal 
education  of  the   people,    have   had   their  fears 
dispelled,  and  are  now  become  coadjutors  in  this 
important  work. 

It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Committee  to 
remove  certain  misrepresentations  and  incorrect 
ideas  which  have  been  formed  of  the  Lancasterian 
system,  that  a  more  cordial  cooperation  of  good 
men  may  take  place  in  the  prosecution  of  national 
education. 

In  the  Lancasterian  schools  the  object  of  in- 
struction is  the  Holy  Scriptures  ;  a  basis  on  which 
Christians  of  every  name  can  meet.  Thi*  system 
is  calculated  to  unite  the  exertions,  and  concen- 
trate the  pecuniary  supplies,  of  the  benevolent  of 
every  profession.     Because  the  Lancasterian  sy- 
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stem  does  not  admit  into  the  schools  the  particu* 
lar  religious  creed,  catechism  or  confession,  of  any- 
particular  denomination  of  Christians,  it  lias,  in 
mistake,  been  called  a  Dissenting  plan.  This 
epithet  is  most  erroneously  applied  ;  for  no- 
thing is  introduced  tending,  in  the  smallest  de- 
gree,  to  alienate  the  affections  of  the  pupils  from 
the  Established  Church,  and  give  them  a  bias  in 
favour  of  any  other  system  of  doctrine  or  disci- 
pline. As  the  only  basis  on  which  persons  of 
different  denominations  can  meet,  all  sectarian 
peculiarities  are  excluded  from  the  schools  ;  and 
the  Committees  are  requested  to  provide  for  the 
catechetical  instruction  of  the  children  according 
to  the  religious  community  to  which  the  parents 
of  the  children  may  belong.  r  Acting  upon  this 
principle,  the  school  can  never  become  an  engine 
of  proselytism  :  children  are  instructed  to  love  all 
with  whom  they  associate,  as  brethren  of  one 
great  family  j  and  in  as  far  as  they  are  trained  to 
habits  of  order  and  industry,  and  taught  to  regard 
the  holy  admonitions  of  the  inspired  Scriptures, 
they  are  directed  to  go  in  a  way,  from  winch  if 
they  never  depart,  it  will  be  for  the  peace  and 
happiness  of  civilized  society. 

Another  great  advantage  which  arises  from  this 
plan  is,  that  religious  catechetical  instruction  is 
communicated  by  those  most  qualified  for  the 
office.     The  masters  of  Lancasterian  schools  for 

F 


the  greater  part  consist  of  lads,  not  more  than  l6 
or  IS  years  of  age, — themselves  too  inexperienced 
to  be  suitable  instructors  in  religious  doctrine : — 
therefore,  in  having  recommended  that  the  chil- 
dren should  be  put  under  the  religious  guidance 
of  the  clergv  or  ministers  to  whose  respective 
flocks  thev  mav  belong:,  the  most  sure  means  are 
taken,  that  the  children  shall  receive  religious  in- 
struction in  the  best  possible  manner,  and  also  in 
a  way  the  least  likely  to  prevent  the  most  cordial 
cooperation. 

That  this  principle  is  founded  on  just  premises, 
is  confirmed  by  the  joyful  manner  in  which  it  has 
■   -     adopted.     Cs  together  with  Episco- 

palian and  Pre:  in  1    . :  --slants,  can  here  cor- 

iially  unite  in  the  mcst  sublime  of  human  at- 
tempts  ;  an  attempt  which,  if  universally  under- 
taken in  perfect  cordiality,  would  in  one  genera- 
tion do  more  for  the  formation  of  a  moral  cha- 
racter in  man.  than  ail  the  attempts  which  have 
e  en  made  in  preceding  ages.  Regarding  as  we  do 
the  simplicity,  ceconcmy,  and  perfection  of  the 
mechanical  parts  of  the  Lancasterian  system,  yet 
its  chief  beauty  consists  in  that  bond  of  social  and 
Christian  union  which  it  presents,  by  its  admit- 
ting of  no  principle  tending  to  discordance  or  se- 
paration. 

It  is  exceedingly  gratifying  to  the  Committee 
to  have  found  the  Lancasterian  plan  completely 
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sanctioned  "by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Board  of 
Education  in  Ireland,  consisting  of  the  Lord 
Primate,  several  Bishops,  and  other  distinguished 
gentlemen,  all  members  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land. In  their  Fourteenth  Report,  ordered  by 
the  House  of  Commons  to  be  printed  in  De- 
cember last,  the  Commissioners  say,  "  We  have 
applied  our  efforts  to  the  framing  of  a  system, 
which,  whilst  it  shall  afford  the  opportunities  of 
education  to  every  description  of  the  lower  classes 
of  the  people,  may  at  the  same  time,  by  keeping 
clear  of  all  interference  with  the  particular  reli- 
gious tenets  of  any,  induce  the  whole  to  receive 
its  benefits  as  one  undivided  body,  under  one  and 
the  same  system,  and  in  the  same  establishments." 
Further,  the  Commissioners  recommend  for  read- 
ing lessons,  u  a  volume  of  extracts  from  the  Sa- 
cred Writings,  as  the  best  preparation  for  that  more 
particular  religious  instruction  which  it  would  be 
the  duty  and  inclination  of  their  several  ministers 
of  religion  to  give,  at  proper  time  s^and  in  otlxer pi  aces  y 
to  the  children  of  their  respective  congregations." 
The  Committee  is  fully  assured,  that  many 
gentlemen  who  have  espoused  a  more  recently 
formed  institution,  which  laid  the  basis  of  its  esta- 
blishment in  religious  uniformity,  are  now  fully 
persuaded  of  the  impracticability  of  that  scheme. 
The  disadvantages  of  this  system  are  fatal  to  the 
cause  it  professes  to  promote.     By  a  division  into 
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sects,  if  each  one  should  be  zealous  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  their  youth,  there  becomes  a  necessity  for 
as  many  schools  as  there  are  religious  denomina- 
tions. This  necessity  alone,  is  destructive  of  the 
desired  object :  it  is  not  possible  that  each  sect  of 
religion  in  every  country  town  can  raise  the  requi- 
site funds  to  maintain  the  charges  of  a  separate 
school,  and  therefore  one  of  two  evils  is  created  : 
either  a  part  of  the  children  will  be  left  in  igno- 
rance ;  or  no  successful  attempt  will  be  made  by 
any  party,  and  the  whole  community  will  gain  no 
instruction  at  all  :  while,  on  the  contrary,  by  an 
union  of  sects  in  the  important  work  of  public  in- 
struction, one  good  school  can  be  easily  supported 
in  every  town  or  populous  district,  in  which  all 
the  children  could  be  taught  reading,  writing,  and 
arithmetic,— be  placed  under  the  immediate  reli- 
gious instruction  of  the  several  members  of  the 
ecclesiastical  body, — and  have  their  attendance  on 
public  worship  at  their  respective  churches  and 
chapels  duly  inspected  and  regulated  ;  and  thus 
the  general  good  would  be  most  astonishingly 
promoted. 

It  is  most  desirable  that  this  Report  should 
contain  an  invitation  to  "  the  Society"  recently 
formed,  to  make  itself  truly  "  national,"  by  giving 
up  the  principle  of  exclusion  ;  and,  by  an  adoption 
of  the  principle  recommended  by  distinguished 
members  of  their  own  body  for  the  Sister  King- 
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dom,  afford  a  glorious  opportunity  to  persons  of 
all  religious  professions  to  unite  in  one  grand  ef- 
fort to  expel  ignorance  from  the  British  empire. 
In  acting  upon  the  principle  of  exclusion,  this 
society  has  confined  its  limits  to  England  and 
Wales.  It  cannot  obtain  one  school  in  Ireland 
or  Scotland,  nor  establish  itself  in  British  Ame- 
rica;  and  even  in  England  its  operations  must  be 
partial,  as  a  great  portion  of  the  population  are 
obliged,  from  principle,  to  dissent  from  it.  Many 
examples  could  be  given  of  the  baneful  effects 
of  this  principle;  but  as  it  is  hoped  its  ex- 
istence will  be  but  of  short  duration,  nothing  is 
here  introduced  which  can  have  a  tendency  to 
create  irritation. 

According;  to  the  words  of  a  most  successful  ex- 
es 

perimentalist  on  the  formation  of  human  charac- 
ter, "  The  late  inventions,  discoveries,  and  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bell  and  Mr.  Joseph 
Lancaster  have  been  preparing  the  way  in  a  man- 
ner the  most  opposite,  but  yet  not  the  less  effec- 
tual, by  directing  the  public  attention  to  the  be- 
neficial effects  on  the  unresisting  young  mind,  of 
even  the  limited  education  which  their  systems 
embrace. 

"  They  have  already  effected  enough  to  prove, 
that  all  which  is  now  in  contemplation  regarding 
the  training  of  youth  may  be  accomplished  with- 
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out  fear  of  disappointment ;  and  by  so  doing,  as 
the  consequences  of  their  improvements  cannot 
be  confined  within  the  British  isles,  they  will 
henceforward  be  ranked  among  the  most  import- 
ant benefactors  to  the  human  race.  They  have 
indeed  deserved  well  of  their  country,  of  the 
world  ;  and  future  generations  will  consider  them 
as  two  of  the  most  powerful  champions  who  have 
yet  fought  for  the  introduction  of  a  rational  in 
lieu  of  an  irrational  system  of  formation  of  cha- 
racter. Their  names  can  never  be  separated  in 
history ;  and  shall  the  partially  informed,  al- 
though well  meaning,  of  their  respective  partisans 
persevere  in  separating  them  in  their  lives  ?  No  : 
their  true  friends  will  use  every  proper  means  to 
withdraw  that  sting  of  irritation  which  has  existed, 
or  may  exist,  and  unite  them  in  cordial  coopera- 
tion, to  fix  and  permanently  establish  the  great 
and  good  work  which  they  have  so  happily  conw 
menced.  This  is  their  interest ;  for  this  alone 
can  give  them  the  full  extent  of  the  respectability 
and  happiness  which  they  merit.  But  hence- 
forward to  contend  for  any  new  exclusive  system 
will  be  in  vain  ;  the  public  is  already  too  well  in- 
formed and  has  too  far  passed  the  possibility  of 
retrogression,  to  permit  any  such  evil  to  be  esta- 
blished*." 

*  See  "  A  new  View  of  Society,  or  Essays  on  the  Principle 
•f  the  Formation  of  the  Human  Character,  and  the  Application 
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No  subject  ever  more  demanded  the  serious  at- 
tention of  the  Legislature,  than  the  best  mode  of 
directing  the  facilities  now  afforded  by  the  new 
system  of  education,  to  produce  the  greatest  im- 
provement in  the  character  of  our  country.  The 
multitude  being  the  clay  of  which  the  whole  fa* 
brie  of  society  is  composed,  Education  may  be 
considered  as  the  potter,  by  whose  hand  the  ves- 
sels are  formed  to  honour  or  dishonour.  A  vicious 
education  has  ever  led  to  the  perpetration  of 
crimes,  and  all  the  miseries  attendant  upon  the 
infliction  of  the  penalties  demanded  by  public 
justice  ;  a  virtuous  education  is  the  axe  laid  to  the 
root  of  moral  turpitude :  and  it  behoves  the  en- 
lightened Government  of  a  free  people  to  seize 

of  the  Principle  to  Practice.   By  One  of  His  Majesty's  Justices 
of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Lanark." 

Without  intending  the  smallest  disrespect  to  Dr.  Bell,  the 
Lancasterian  Committee  consider  themselves  authorised  by  the 
many  opportunities  which  have  been  afforded  of  comparing  the 
respective  merits  of  the  rival  plans  of  education,  to  state,  that 
the  Madras  system  is  inferior  to  the  Lancasterian,  in  respect  of 
simplicity,  of  the  order  kept  amongst  the  children,  of  the  faci- 
lity in  imparting  instruction,  and  of  the  ceconomy  j  and  what  is 
its  greatest  disadvantage,  it  requires  the  masters  to  be  superior  in 
attainment  and  ability,  to  those  who  conduct  Lancasterian 
schools  ;  and  even  instances  have  been  said  to  occur  in  which  the 
health  of  masters  of  large  schools  on  the  Madras  system  has  ma- 
terially suffered  through  their  great  personal  exertions ;  whilst 
in  the  largest  Lancasterian  schools  the  duty  of  the  master  is  not 
more  than  an  agreeable  occupation. 
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every  Opportunity  of  impressing  the  stamp  of 
moral  excellence  upon  the  minds  of  the  great 
bodv  of  society,  and  thereby  give  dignity  and 
stability  to  the  national  character. 

In  the  early  efforts  of  the  friends  to  knowledge, 
the  education  of  boys  obtained  their  first  atten- 
tion. Much  has  been  done  in  the  last  two  years 
in  the  formation  of  schools  for  girls.  The  exam- 
pies  set  by  the  Duchess  of  Bedford,  the  Duchess 
of  Richmond,  the  Duchess  of  Northumberland, 
the  Countess  Spencer,  the  Countess  of  Jersey,  the 
Dowager-Countess  of  Ormonde,  the  Countess  of 
Charleville,  and  other  benevolent  ladies,  in  pro- 
moting the  education  of  the  female  sex,  it  is  hoped 
will  be  universally  followed.  The  system  of  needle- 
work and  of  cutting  out  of  garments  will  obtain 
for  the  Lancasterian  system,  the  admiration  and 
countenance  of  ladies  generally,  and  lead  to  the 
formation  of  those  nurseries  of  good  order  and  re- 
ligion, which  it  is  hoped  will  tend  to  effect  a  moral 
change  in  the  lower  orders  of  females,  whereby 
virtuous  habits  will  be  increased  in  the  commu- 
nity at  large. 

Many  thousands  of  children  in  England,  Scot- 
land, and  Ireland,  have  by  means  of  Mr.  Lancas- 
ter been  rescued  from  ignorance,  and  been  made 
acquainted  with  the  Holy  Scriptures. — Asia, 
Africa,  and  America,  are  also  in  possession  of  its 
intellectual  advantages.     The   system  of  educa- 
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tion  is  equally  applicable  to  every  language  ;  so 
that  when  the  world  is  again  blessed  with  peace 
this  plan  of  instruction  may  be  spread  throug  i  all 
the  nations  of  Europe.  To  this  end  preparation 
is  in  part  made,  by  a  young  Dane  having  been 
trained,  in  prospect  of  becoming  the  master  of  a 
school  in  Copenhagen,  and  the  young  man  is 
now  only  waiting  the  happy  period  of  renewed 
intercourse  between  the  two  countries. 

An  appeal  to  the  justice  and  benevolence  of 
this  nation  has  seldom  been  made  in  vain.  Suf- 
ficient has  been  done  by  means  of  the  Royal 
Lancasterian  Institution  and  its  founder,  to  justify 
the  hope  of  the  Committee,  that  it  will  not  only 
overcome  all  prejudice,  but  not  even  be  suffered 
to  languish  through  want  of  pecuniary  support. 

By  the  frame  of  its  constitution  it  is  adapted  to 
those  principles  which  form  the  basis  of  union 
amongst  the  professors  of  different  religious  com- 
munions. That  fundamental  regulation  of  the 
British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  which  confines 
the  dispersion  of  the  Scriptures  to  editions  with* 
out  note  or  comment,  is  here  also  recognised, 
iri  teaching  children  to  read  that  sacred  Volume 
without  the  addition  of  any  sectarian  bias  in  at- 
tempting to  explain  its  contents  according  to  the 
tenets  of  any  particular  religious  denomination. 
Whilst  the  Bible  Society  leave  it  to  the  Clergy 
to  expound  the  doctrines  of  Holy  writ  in  their 
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sermons  or  pastoral  visits,  so  the  Lancasterlan  In- 
stitution considers  it  to  be  the  province  of  the 
Clergy,  distinct  from  the  schoolmaster,  to  instruct 
the  children  in  their  respective  catechisms.  Act- 
ing upon  these  just  principles,  Bible  Societies  and 
Schools  may  become  a  cement  in  society, far  sur- 
passing all  former  conception.  Ihe  union  of 
good  and  benevolent  men  in  this  great  woik  of 
Christian  philanthropy  will  strengthen  the  bonds 
of  civil  society,  by  engendering  mutual  good-will ;

party  spirit,  which  have  ever  been  the  baneful 
source  of  bigotry,  intolerance^  and  persecution.

That  it  affords  the  highest  satisfaction  to  this  Meeting,  to  per- 
ceive that  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  Lancasterian  System 
have  been  recognised  by  the  Board  of  Education  for  Ireland,  in 
their  fourteenth  Report,  as  the  only  principle  on  which  National 
Education  can  be  effected.  From  whence  it  may  correctly  be 
inferred,  that  the  public  at  large  are  now  convinced  that  no  system 
can  be  effectual,  which  does  not  provide  instruction  for  the 
children  of  parents  of  all  denominations,  and  at  the  same  time 
avoid  all  interference  with  the  province  of  the  Clergy  and  Ministers 
in  teaching  their  peculiar  catechisms  and  religious  tenets.  Tt  shall 
therefore  be  enjoined  to  all  masters  of  schools,  to  send  the  boys 
of  any  religious  persuasion  to  their  respective  places  of  worship, 
whenever  each- master  shall  receive  a  written  demand  from  the 
Pastor,  Minister,  or  Teacher,  of  their  persuasion,  having  charge 
of  them.

That  during  the  past  year,  more  than  thirty  new  schools,  on
